_ THE WEAVING INDUSTRY IN 
LONDON, 


In Logdon there ave many iades being 
carried on about. which the general pultic 
aro in complete iguorange ; not the least 
surprising of these being tha: of weaving 

, canvas hese. This iy cwentially a north 
_ sounitry industry, yet for niany yeara’ pag 
the weaving of canvas hose has been carried 
“on by Messtn Merryweather and Sons, at 
their fira ongind factory in Grenvichs 
where a considerabl antity is tw) 
out every week, 

'\t the invitation of tho head of the firm, 
Mr James Compton Morryweather, the 
writer was allowed an cpvortunity cf 
anspecting the weaving sheds, the visit 
proving most interesting a¢ well as ine 
atructive. The ahods are fitted throughont 
with the most up-todate machinery 
operated by electricity, aud produce oaly 
_ the very bext class of hose, as during the 
"whole process of weaving, the yarn is under 
tension, and #0 great ia the pull exerted 
upon it by the machines that a light or 
interior yarn would not atand ‘the strain.” 

The operations involved in the manu- 
facture of canvas hose sre many, ‘The 
yarn is received into the factory in haga 
hanks, part,of which is known as wai 
‘yarn, and consists of sovoral strands thread- 
ed together, Tho remaindor ia called weft 
and contains 15 to 20 strands, according to 
the elias of hose for which it is intended. 
‘The yarn is first.taken jn the hank and 
wound upons ryco—{a [rame-work whecl, 
somewhat resomeling the skeleton of a 
windmill with tho sails romoved)—and 
from theneo itis wound uponiarge reels or 
bobbing in the upper part of the winding 
machino, “The weft yarns upon tho reels are 
‘then placed in another machine and wound 
upon smallerrollers called ‘shuttle pirns,” 

ter which they aro ready forthe loom. The 
‘bobbins containing the warp, howevor are 
placed in large frame knows ay & “crool” 
swhich earries hundreds of bobbins at one 
time, and tho ends of the yarn from the 
Yobbina are carried through 4 kind of grid 
or comb to the bounding machine, the 
various thresda aa they converge upon ono 
point prosmiting a was like sppearnnce.
